Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112

1. Claims 2-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 2 fails to clearly recite which elements are included in the 4-2 compressor circuit, 

1. e. the XOR/XNOR cell and the multiplexors of the last four lines of the claim fail to be 
included in the 4-2 compressor circuit. The phrases "The circuit", "said XOR/XNOR cells" and 
"said one other instance of said XOR/XNOR cell" of claim 1 and "said intermediate sum" and 
"said intermediate complementary sum" of claim 2; lack clear antecedent basis. Line 3 of claim 
2 is mis-descriptive because a XOR/XNOR cell is not sufficient to form a full adder. In lines 6-7 
of claim 2 the phrase "and one other instance of said XOR/XNOR cells" is clearly indefinite. 
Claim 6 fails to recite what is controlled and what generates the second order carry out.
